Muddle. bable outcome of these debates, at least to the man in the street, 
an individual who matters supremely in these days, is twofold. 
First, that the clergy have learut nothing and forgotten 
nothing, even after a five-years war; and secondly, that all the talk there has been of 
late years about Reunion was in the air and may now be forgotten. We hope this will 
prove incorrect, but we confess we do not like the trend of events in their relation to the 
Church of England, which seem to place that large section of Christendom in a position 
almost of discourtesy towards the strong, frank, and generous attitude and action of the 
Free Churches. The situation is largely created by the intolerance of so-called catho- 
lic“ and sacerdotal representatives of the Church of England, with whom, as with the 
Roman Catholic Church, there can be no true reunion, their teaching and practice being 
fundamentally opposed to the widest interpretation of the terms Evangelical and 
Protestant viewed from the standpoints of the Christian doctrine of the New Testa 
ment or the facts of history. 

Cui bono then is any juggling of facts? Why defer until a Lambeth Conference, 
or any other ecumenical cathering, consideration of matters upon which, if the New 
Testament be followed, there can be no two opinions? And what is the moral for the 
instructed Christian, as well as for the Christian in the street? We venture to quote 
Canon Burroughs in the hope that at this anxious time, in the face of discredited 
churches but earnest desires for Reunion, more emphasis may be placed on the 
Holy Spirit in schemes for union and unity than upon conferences and commissions. A 
new manifestation of charity and co-operation in furtherance of the things that matter— 
Truth, which is eternal, and the love of God in Christ which alone can save men- 
would place the new world upon an enduring foundation of international brotherhood 
Canon Burroughs says, Men are sick and tired of denominationalism. Curistianity as 
such they respect and would like to follow. Christianity as such has been vindicated by 
the War. Even such bitter and prejudiced critics as Mr. Wells find themselves more 
and more driven to a Christian standpoint. To recover something like a Christian 
morality in business, in politics, in personal life, becomes more and more clearly the 
only hope of society. But the Churches, as institutions, are, one and all of them, 
widely discredited. The burden of the complaint really is that there is no one of them 
which stands out as a manifestly Christian body, breathing the spirit and doing the 
works of Jesus Christ. If there were, a multitude would rise up and join it. As it is, 
among a crowd of Churches apart and in rivalry, men have good excuse for remaining 
outside. This is no mere party issue, however. What is at stake is ine hope of a 
Religion and a Church in which all British Christians can unite, and such a Church 
is the one hope of making a Christian Britain in days when a national faith, a national 
conscience, ate needed as never before. This is sound reasoning. 
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Our Prime Minister, Mr. Lloyd George, 
has addressed to the people of Great 
Britain a message entitled Britain and 
the New World. After speaking of the 
great and gallant sacrifices made by mil- 


future, and says, ‘If we renew the lease 
of that world we shall betray the heroic 
dead. A true statement, but let it be re- 
membered that our heroic dead fought and 
died for something more than political and 
social regeneration. They rallied to a 
righteous cause and the call of God. On 
the battle-fields of France and Flanders, as 
elsewhere, they saw the Flaming Cross ; 
many, very many of them, realised for the 
first time the stupidity, the futility, of a 
divided Church, and the littleness of mere 
forms and ceremonies, even shibboleths as 
such, in the light of the greater Light come 
into the world, Jesus Christ, Who lighteth 
every man that cometh after Him. They 
saw not only a new social world, but a new 
Church, the Church of Jesus Christ, in 
which all are one. And the Reunion 
muddle is caused by an endeavour to renew 
the lease of a pre-War and divided Church, 
quarrelling over tables and rostrums in- 
stead of uniting in fellowship and strength 
under the standard of Christ and the new 
world, witnessing among all-men,, through 
all channels, to His power to save men and 
to reconstruct society. Jf we renew the 
lease of pre-War Church divisions we be- 
tray the heroic dead. 


Having said so much, revealing, at least 
to some extent the muddle, let us endea- 
vour to suggest the remedy. The cure is to 
be sought in the New Testament and the 
application of its teaching and principles 
concerning unity to our everyday religious 
life. Those who have followed the inter- 
esting series of letters in recent issues of 
The Times on the subject of pulpit inter- 
change must have come to the conclusion 
that efforts for or towards Reunion based 
on mechanical methods are either abortive 
or at least but suggestive of a possibility 


at some remote time of federation or con- 
federacy, while what is essential is prac- 
tical union and unity here and now. The 
suggestion of the Bishop of Winchester, 
for instance, that we should postpone prac- 
tical steps in order to pick one another's 
brains can only appeal to those who have 
secondary interests to consider and study, 
and who are concerned with something 
remote from the common life in Christ and 
love for Him which was and is the true 
basis of union and fellowship for the 
Church of Christ as such since its begin- 
ning. We dishonour Him and retard the 
unity of the Spirit by the use of such 
phrases and utterances, and already there 
are leaders in all churches who are hojding 
aloof from central united platforms on the 
ground that the basis of present discussions 
suggest to the open and practical mind un- 
reality, with which they do not wish to be 
identified. | 

A time has arrived for frankness and 
definite action, relying upon the power of 
God through the Holy Spirit to give fruit- 
fulness and blessing through the whole 
Church to a forward movement towards 
Christian Unity based on bedrock facts, as, 
for instance: 1. That the Church is the 
Body of Christ, a spiritual and not a 
mechanical entity, composed of all who 
accept and follow Him as their God and 
Saviour. 2. That the Table of the Lord 
is open to all such, intended primarily to 
commemorate His real absence and to per- 
petuate fellowship, and remembrance of 
Him until He come, rather than to em- 
body pre-Reformation dogmas concerning a 
Real Presence, which repeat the supersti- 
tions of the Roman Catholic Church rather 
than foster brotherhood in Christ. 3. That 
we need to pay less and less attention to 
human schemes for federating into one 
organic union the Churches of Christen- 
dom, which if consummated can only 


threaten religious liberty and revive per- 


secution, and concentrate more upon the 
manifestation of spiritual unity in diversity, 
based upon Truth and Love. These do 
not overlook faith and order, but test all 
by the Faith once delivered to the saints, 
and protest where doctrine or practice are 
found to be contrary to the teachings of the 
Holy Scriptures.
